WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. — An 


earnest warning against “insidious 
and poisonous’ German peace prop- 
aganda, and a declaration that peace | 
must be dictated to and not negoti-| 
ated with Germany, to place her in 
a position where she never again can 
disturb the world’s peace, were made 
in the Senate today by Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, ranking Repub- 
Hcan of the Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee. 

Peace terms which must and will 
be forced on Germany were specifi- 
cally detailed by Senator Lodge in 
addressing the Senate in support of 
the man-power bill to extend the 
army draft ages. They included 
complete restoration of Belgium, un- 
eonditional return....of. Alsace-Lor- 
raine to France and of Italia Irre- 
denta to Italy, safety for Greece, in- 
dependence for Serbia and Rumania, 
an independent Poland, independ- 
ence of the Slav peoples and freedom 
of Russia front German domination, 
including return of Russian terri- 
tory wrested by Germany in the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty. Furthermore, 
Senator Lodge declared Constantino- 
ple must be made a free port and | 
Palestine never restored to Turkish | 
rule, 

Warns Against Propaganda. — 

“These are the principal condi’ 
tions,” he said, “which will give a) 
victory worth having. No peace that 
satisfies Germany can ever satisfy 
us. It eannot be a negotiated peace. 
It must be a dictated peace and we 
and our allies must dictate it.” 

“The Germans, repuised and los- | 
ing,” said Senator Lodge, “will un-| 
floubtedly resort to their other weap- 
on, which they have used more than 
once during this war with terrible 
effect. They will begin an insidious 
‘and poisonous peace propaganda. 

this weapon they have succeed- 

disorganizing Russia. It is the 
erman propaganda which we shall 
e obliged to ‘face in the ensuing | 
1onths and it therefore seems to me 
f the last importance to know ex- 
actly what we mean by peace. Gen- 
sralities will not serve. It must be, 
t is commonly said—we have all 

id it—a just and righteous peace. 

“But what is a just and righteous 
eace? We intend to make the world 

fe for democracy. But what ex- 
etly do we mean by democracy? If 

mean, as we undoubtedly do, the 
emocracy of England, France, Italy 
nd the United States, we can all un- 
erstand it: but the Bolsheviki mas- 
uerade under the name of democra- 
ey and the Bolsheviki, by a combina- 
tion of treachery, corruption and ig- 
porance, have erduced Russia to 
servitude under Germany and have 
engendered a form of democracy as 
Wangerous to the world as the Gov- 
ernment of the Hohenzollerns. 

“Poland Must Be Independent.” 

“Most important of all,’’ Senator 
‘Lodge continued, “if we are to make 
the world safe in the way we mean 
it to be safe, the great Slav popula-| 
tions now under the Government of| 
Austria—the Jugo-Slavs and the! 
Czecho-Slovaks, who have been used, 
to aid the Germans, whom they 
loathe—must be established as in-| 
dependent states, 

“The Polish people must have an. 
mdependent Poland. | 

“And we must have these indc- 
Pendent states created so that they 
will stand across the pathway of 
Germany to the East. Nothing is 
more vital than this for a just, @ 
righteous and an enduring peace. 
The President, as you all remember, 
has announced the vast importance 
of sustaining Russia. If Germany 
continues to hold a large part of 
Russia, the world for years to come 
will be under the shadow of another 
great war which will surely be pre- 
cipitated upon us when Germany has 
developed her Russian possessions to 
the point of yielding her men, money 
and supplies.

Here Are Veterans of 


Fighting on West Front 


RIG. GEN. CHARLES F. 
B LEB, C. M. G., R. A. F.,. 
head of the British Avia- 
tion Mission to the United States, 
with the aviation detachment 
visiting St. Louis Saturday and 
Sunday, is 31 years old, and is 
one of the youngest Generals in 
the allied armies. He began fly- 
ing in 1912, and joined the Royal 
Flying Corps at the outbreak of 
the war. 

He was at the front for more 
than a year, has been three 
times mentioned in dispatches, 
and has won the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. He re- 
mained in France until Decem- 
ber, 1915, when he returned to 
England, detailed to the training 
staff wtih Major-General Sal- 
mond, who is at present com- 
manding the R. A. F. in France. 
His father is in charge of a Re- 
mount Depot, at the’ front, and 
he has three sisters’ doing war 
work in France. Gen. Lee’s 
brother, who was in the Sixth 
Dragoon Guards, was killed in 
I’rance last March. 

Capt. G. D. Hunter was born 
in St. Mary’s, Ontario,.in 1896. 
He joined the Canadian forces 
in September, 1915, and was 
transferred to the Royal Flying 
Corps in January, 1917. On May 
6, 1917, while flying behind the 
German lines near Arras, he was 
shot down by Baron von Richt- 
hofen and made a prisoner. In 
consequence of a wound, his left 
arm was amputated in a German 
hospital. He spent nine months 
in various German prison camps 
and was then included among 
the prisoners exchanged in Jan- 
uary, 1918.

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AMERICAN WAR CROSS 


Lieut. Rice of Rolla Ignored His 
Wounds Till He Fell From 
Exhaustion. 


Two Missouri men, Second Liev- 
tenant Carl C. Rice, who enlisted 
from Rolla, and Sergt. Albert Earl 
Elsea of Lamar, have won recogni- 


tion on the fighting front in France 
for gallantry in action. 

Lieut. Rice, who was wounded 
while in command of a machine gun 
section on June 6 near Chateau- 
Thierry, has been awarded the Dis- 
, tinguished Service Cross by Gen. 
Pershing because, disdaining his 
wounds and refusing to bave them 
dressed for fear that it would delay 
the movement, he continued to lead 
his section until he fell from exhaus- 
tion. 

Sergt. Elsea, for his bravery in di- 
recting the fire of a machine gun sec- 
tion for two hours after he had been 
wounded and blinded by a German 
shell, has been awarded the distin- 
guished Service Cross and promoted 
to Second Lieutenant. He is of the 
129th Machine Gun battalion, bri- 
gaded-with the 138th (St. Louis) in- 
fantry. He is 24 years old and is a 
son of Mrs. Jacob D. Elsea. He paid 
his way through school by working, 
first as a bellboy and then as night 
clerk at the Olivia Apartments in 
Joplin. Later he was employed by 
the Picher Lead Works in Joplin. 
Letters from him, describing the ac- 
tion for which he was decorated, 
were published exclusively in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

Rice Went Overseas in January. 

Lieut. Rice, who is 23 years old, 
is a son of Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Rice 
of Springfield, Mo. The family lived 
at Rolla when the United States sn- 
tered the war, and he had been two 
years in the State School of Mines 
and Metallurgy. He tried for a com- 
mission at the first officers’ train- 
ing camp and succeeded at the sec- 
ond, at Fort Sheridan, Ill. He went 
Overseas early in January. 

He was twice wounded in the bat- 
tle of Chateau-Thierry, but contin- 
ued in the fight until ordered by his 
Major to go back to the aid station. 
In a letter to Col. B. R. Watchbaugh 
of Rolla, Lieut. Rice wrote: 

“I got a little shrapnel in my arm 
June 6. It made quite a gash, but 
it’s healing rapidly, considering that 
I was not operated on for 36 hours 
after I got the wound. We had ad- 
vanced over two kilometers before 
I was wounded—that was in an hour 
and a half. At that time we had 
captured a town and part of an im- 
portant wood. We advanced for 800 
yards down an open valley, with 16 
or 17 machine guns pouring forth 
death upon us. The lines never wa- 
vered—not a shot was fired. In five 
standard | waves of two lines we marched for- 
trade; ward at a steady walk.

Members of the Home Guard are not only giv- | 
ing their time to attendance at drills, but are pay- 
ing, in carfare and contribution to company funds, 
$15 to $25 a vear apiece. 

The Home Guard Committee is now asking busi- 
ness men and the general public to subscribe to 
the fund for the. maintenance of the guard through | 
next winter. If every man who has at some time |

self because of business, social or physical rea-.

average guardsman pays in carfare and other ex- 
penses incidental to his unpaid service, the 
amount needed could be raised easily. 
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REMODEL THE EMPTY HOUSES. 

With the prospect that several thousand well- 
paid workmen with their families will be added 
to St. Louis’ population as employes of the pro- 
posed $13,000,000 locomotive building plant, 
agents and owners of vacant dwellings on Olive, 
Pine and other streets between Twelfth and 
Grand should get busy and prepare for tenants 
by remodeling their places. It will be too late 
to do this when the influx starts. 

It will be a disgrace to St. Louis if the agents 
and owners of the hundreds of vacant houses in 
the district named do nothing in the way of mod- 
ernizing these houses, but expect to rent them to 
newcomers on the theory that these strangers will 
have to take them or go without shelter. 

What these old residences need is first of all a 
thorough cleaning. Then such alterations should 
be made as to bring them up, as far as possible, to 
modern standards, in plumbing, lighting, heating 
and other conveniences, so that they will be sani- 
tary and attractive. 

New York agents and property holders, who 
also have a great deal of this class of residence 
property, are planning to spend $13,000,000 at 
once, the-specifications having been. filed, to mod- 
ernize the old roomy dwellings, so that they will 
be adapted for newcomers. 

If this example is followed in St. Louts there 
will be little or no trouble about landlord profit- 
eering or complaints from tenants. With reason- 
able rents, based on the cost of the necessary al- 
terations, everyone will be satisfied. The im- 
provement in the appearance of the streets now 
cursed with dead property will not be the least of 
the benefits from the course indicated. 
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SWEDISH TREATY. 

The new commercial treaty between Sweden 
and the Entente Allies is more than an arrange- 
ment for the common advantage of the countries 
affected. It is a new defeat for German diplomacy 
and it means an additional tightening of the eco- 
nomic blockade against the Teutonic Powers.

SHELVES IN HOME DECORATION. 


OUR summer home looks 
cozy and well furnished and 
yet you spent scarcely any- 

thing for interior decorations; I don’t 

see how you did it,” said an old 
friend who was spending the week- 
end with me. 

“The answer is easy,” I replied 
vaingloriously. “You will see it if 
you look around you. It is just 
shelves. Wherever there was an 
ugly corner or a spot that looked 
bare, I put up a shelf and the place 
was: more than half furnished. On 
one side of the living room, as you 
see, I had two shelves put up, the 
upper one the height of an ordinary 
table and the lower two feet nearer 
the floor. 

“About a foot from each end is a 
slim leg, which makes the whole af- 
fair look more like a graceful table 
fitted into the space than two com- 
mon shelves. When these were 
stained a French gray and the upper 
shelf used for flowers and bric-a- 
brac, while the lower held all the 
books, Magazines and newspapers 
that so quickly clutter up a summer 
place, they were, as you see, both 
useful and ornamental 

“Then I helped furnish my sum- 
mer kitchen with shelves. On one 
side of the room I have a long, nar- 
row shelf to hold spice jars, with 
hooks beneath to hang pitchers and 
measuring cups. I had another shelf 
put over the stove, and it has already 
proved itself to be a wonderful step 
saver. It holds boxes of breakfast 
cereal, pepper, salt, mustard, shakers 
for flavoring the food, and at one 
end is nailed a cleat behind which 
to stand saucepans and pot covers. 

“In the dining room there is a set

so. of built-in shelves like an open book- 


case, enameled white to match the 
woodwork, and when these are filled 
with blue china the effect is very 
decorative indeed. 

“In the bedroom, which is small, I 
had not sufficient closet room for all 
my belongings, and as there were 
three windows besides the necessary 
furniture, there seemed to be no 
place to put up a shelf until I 
thought of putting one over the door. 
I had this made wide enough to hold 
two bandboxes, which, covered with 
cretonne, looked very pretty and pro- 
vided safe and dustproof receptacles. 
I keep a wooden-seated chair by the 
side of the door, and this forms a 
convenient step when I need to take 
the bandbox down and also gives me 
an extra seat in the room.

Over the wash- 
stand in each bedroom I had placed 
& shelf about six inches wide. This 
Was enameled white and has been 
an arrangement greatly appreciated 
by my guests, as it holds tooth 
brushes, powder or paste, medicine 
bottles, cold cream jars and all the 
various indispensable toilet articles 
which it seems so hard to find a 
place for when oné is visiting. 

‘My linen closet is a set of three- 
cornered shelves built in the upper 
hall. Here are kept the clean sheets, 
pillow cases and towels for each 
room, while a heavy cretonne cur- 
tain hides them from view and pro- 
tects from dust: I hired a carpenter 
by the day to do all this work, so my 
bill was moderate.”—Andre Dupont.

inches), one-half lump three times 
a day in beverages; one-half lump 
equivalent to the sweet in food at 
each meal.

48 rounded teaspoons—1l1 pound. 
32 heaping teaspoons—1l1 pound. 
By teaspoon is meant the average 
household spoon.—U. S. Food Ad- 
ministration.

ministration to encourage home 
canning without the use of sugar 
whenever possible—but canning, by 
all means! The largely increased 
foreign demands just made upon our 
sugar supply do not give us the 
amount for this purpose that we 
had anticipated; but under any cir- 
cumstances sugar used in preserving 
goes further than in any other form 
for bodily requirements. Skillful 
housewives will find little difficulty 
in taking care of their fruit now 
without sugar and then adding it 
later when it will be more plentiful.

MOVING BAKERY. 


NE of the mechanical wonders

This is a 
portable machine capable of mixing 
the flour into dough, molding the 
dough and dividing it into predeter- 
mined weights, which can. be regu- 


lated by the simple movement of a . 


handwheel. The machine is mount- 
ed on a specially constructed motor 
truck so that it can follow the 
troops. With a crew of five men it 
willsmake 6000 loaves of any size, 
shape or weight in one hour. This 
is the same amount of work which 
formerly required 112 army bakers 
mixing bread in the field by hand.— 
U. & Food Administration.
